Menlo Park City council this 
week moved to expand the city’s 
nunicipally-owned water system, 
‘Sy adopting an amendment to its 
ordinances which allows purchase 
of existing systems, “as an invest- 
ment,” with revenues of the pres- 
ent water system. 

The 266-customer North Palo 
Alto line of the Palo Alto munic- 
ipal water department will prob 
ably be the first system to be pur- 
*hased. Negotiations can now be 
opened, since the city can now use 
revenues of the present water sys- 
tem as a basis. 

When the city’s water depart- 
ment ordinance was originally 
drawn, it forbade deferring of rev- 
enues for the purchase of other 
water system, on the basis that 
this would throw an unjustified 
expense on customers of the mu- 
nicipal system. 

The latter system has been oper- 
iting at a profit, however, and sur- 
plus funds are being invested for 
profit pending a time when they 
will be needed for major main- 
tenance projects. 

According to the present ordi- 
nance, the purchase of a water sys- 
tem can also be termed an invest- 
ment of this type, but customers 
along such newly-acquired lines 
will have to pay a slightly higher 
cost for water, to repay the outlay 
made from revenues of the orig- 
inal system.

said early this week. 


The ballot proposal calls for a 
$200,000,000 bond issue to provide | 
for that part of the state’s total | 
$448,000,000 building program 
which cannot be financed out of 
current revenues without a tax in- 
crease, the spokesman went on to 
explain.

It is always something of a sur- 
prise to me to find California ad- 
vocating Federal aid to schools.

The feeling is stronger in the 
south county area now that Palo 
Alto and Santa Clara county 
have levied the added penny. 
City officials feel now, they say, 
that adoption of the tax here 
will not hurt business. 


Business men, however, are 
adopting the opposite thinking. 
They say the tax may not hurt too 
much now that our neighbors have 
the levy, but as long as we can stay 
away from the grab on shoppers 
the greater attraction county 
stores will become. 


This could be particularly true 
on large items, such as household 
appliances, automobiles and the 
like. We’re just trying to keep up 
with the thinking, not that we be- 
lieve the cities are near an agree- 
ment. If the opposition in San Ma- 
teo, San Bruno and other northern 
county cities breaks down then we 
will start wondering what action 
the board of supervisors will take. 
Too, the organized opposition to 
the new sales tax is ready to spring 
into action at the moment cities 
show signs of agreement. 

The State Board of Equalization 
estimates it will be returning 
about $22,500,000 a quarter to 
counties and cities before the end 
of the year and more and more 
government agencies are adopting 
the plan. Is it any wonder that ci- 
ty and county governments, “‘des- 
perate” for new funds, .eye the 
sales tax with glee?

THAT PORT “SMELL” — This 
city’s municipal port, struggling 
with some back-handed opposition 
of San Francisco and East Bay 
port interests got another slap in 
the face this week. And it comes 
not from the “known” opposition 
but from a long-time resident and 
a member of the port commission 
until he resigned. 


Frank A. DePatta, who tend- 
ered his resignation to the city 
council this week, lashed out at 
Port Manager Merritt D. Me. 
Carl and expressed the belief 
that McCarl was vastly overrat- 
ed, overpaid and was not doing 
the job. What surprises us most 
is the fact that DePatta served 
as chairman of the port commis- 
sion for two years, get he did 
not once, according to other 
commissioners, bring this mat- 
ter before the group. 

This blast by DePatta could be 
tied in with either of two sources 
(or neither). The long-running bat- 
tle between the city hall mostly 
over salaries could explain it. 

We are more inclined to think, 
however, that new faces have tak- 
en up the battle of outside inter- 
ests and reached DePatta with 
their propaganda. If the former 
port board chairman had honestly 
believed in his statements he 
should have taken the matter up 
with the commission and sought 
the proper solution through those 
ichannels rather than through the 
headlines. 

We have great respect for the 
business judgment of such men as 
Attorney Norman Menifee, Myron 
Evans Harman and the other mem- 
bers. An open discussion might 
have resulted in better planning as 
well as operations, although the 
port has continued to show a nice 
profit under Mr. McCarl’s guid- 
ance. 

We see no reason to compare 
the salary of the port manager and 
city manager. The jobs are differ- 
ent in every respect. The question 
is not how much money goes into 
the monthly checks but are they 
producing the desired results.

As the Sports Staff Sees It 


Any Discussion Concerning Baseball 
Should Include Atherton’s Ty Cobb 


THE WORLD SERIES impinges on football season at this time of year 
and this annual grapple always calls up memories of. statistics, 
national records, games of years ago, and famous players’ records. 

One of the most oft-mentioned characters in hot-stove conversa- 
tions is Tyrus Cobb, who now makes his home at 48 Spencer lane in 
Atherton and whose string of records still stands admired, in spite 
of the new “home run” balls, a generation and a half of ball players 
since Cobb’s heyday and a lengthening list of statistics to be re- 
ferred to whenever baseball is the topic. 

* * 
IT DOES NO HARM TO DO SO, but modern television audience type 
baseball fans don’t make the game a hobby to the extent that oldsters 
did, when there were fewer diversions in the world. So Cobb’s records 
can bear discussion. 

It's said that they played a more vicious game on the diamond, 
early in the century. Base-running and base-stealing were fine arts, 
and cleats were used when necessary for a lot of things other than 
running 


* * * * , f 
BUT THE GAME OF BASEBALL depends for its main appeal on 
what the pitchers and batters do and Ty got the bulk of his reputation 
for being one of the latter. 

For 23 years, for instance, Cobb batted over .300; a record which 
is apt to stand up for some time. Between 1905 and 1928, he batted 
better than .367 for 10 years (not consecutive) while playing fox 
Detroit and the Philadelphia Americans; he tied the individual Ameri- 
can League season batting record of .420 which he got during 146 
games during the 1911 season, 

He also holds the record for the most hits in a lifetime of major 
league ball, with 4191 of them to his credit. 

* * * 
THERE'S MORE .. . Not a home run batter, apparently, Cobb garn- 
ered most of his hits in the singles department, racking up 3052 of 
these and scattering the rest of his hits further into the outfield. 

And just to show that all this hitting can be rewarding in other 
ways, Tyrus—or the Georgia Peach, if you prefer—holds the lifetime 
record in number of major series runs. He got 2244 of these. 

Our Encyclopedia of Sports also declares that Cobb had 
most stolen bases to his credit, of any major league player, during a 
lifetime. An expert at this method of advancing around the base- 
paths, Cobb pulled the maneuver 892 times: during his season with 
the Detroit Americans in 1915, he stole a total of 96.
